The Great House of Arnold, Constable 
& Co. Robbed by Trusted 
Employes.

Henry C. Pedder, Confidential Clerk, Ap- 
propriates $1,000,000, With Herbert Sey- 
mour, the Cashier, a Fair Second—Life at 
the Rate of $50,000 a Year—The Firm Par- 
tially Made Good With all the Embezzlers’ 
Property—No Arrests,

New York, September 26.—The examination by 
accountants of the books of Arnold, Constable & 
Co. the dry goods merchants, which was necessi- 
tated by the discovery of irregularities on the part 
of Henry ©. Pedder, the confidential clerk of the 
firm, and Herbert Seymour, the cashier, has been 
finished, and it is said, on good authority, that they 
reported a deficiency of almost two million dollars. 
The greater part of that enormous sum, it is al- 
leged, went into the pockets of Mr. Pedder, in the 
shape of hard cash. He was in Europe when the 
discovery was made that he was a defaulter. He 
was summoned back, and on his arrival was ar- 
rested. Whenhe wasin the custody of a Deputy 
Sheriff at the Fifth Avenue Hotel he deeded all his 
property to the firm, including his magnificent home 
in Liewellyn Park, in the suburbs of Orange, N. J., 
and his interest in the Manhattan Magazine, which 
he helped to found and keep going. His connection 
with the press ceased after he had surrendered his 
property. Seymour had previously been dis- 
charged and set sail for Europe. Some minor em- 
pores, who had been systematically defrauding 

he firm, were imprisoned. It was the un- 

earthing of the minor frauds which. led tothe 

diseovery of the bigger one. It is admitted that the 

— 1 surrendered by Pedder and Seymour cov- 

but a very small portion of their defaications, 

but up to the present no effort has been made to 
prosecute them either criminally or civilly. 

Said one of the employes yesterday: “The exam- 
ination has been completed, and it has been given 
out that Fedder's deficiency amounts to within a 
small sum of 51.000, 000, while the other irregular- 
ities will probably bring the total stealings from the 
firm up to $2,000,000. Pedder was 

IMPLICITLY TRUSTED, 
He used totell some of his country friends that he 
had been admitted as a partner. He spent 
money lavishly. He lived atthe rate of $50.000 a 
year, while his salary was very much smaller. Every 
evening the receipts of the retail department were 
brought to him. He would put a thousand dollars 
or so into his pocket, according to his needs or 
cupidity, and make false entries in the books to con- 
cal his dishonest practices, This went on for over 
three years, and but for the arrest of Cornelius 
O'Leary and Wm. Devlin, for obtaining checks for 
fictitious bills, and the discovery that Seymour was 
not so honest as he mi have been, he would

It is a matter of gossip in the building, and 
is understood to bea fact, that Mr. Pedder’s 
object in going to Europe was to invest money that 
had accumulated on his hands, so that it would be- 
yond the reach of the firm, should his practices be 
discovered, and so he might be provided for in his 
old age. Immediately after O'Leary's arrest a 
svstematic investigation was begun. investi-

He was 
made one of the assistant book-keepers in 1876, and 
subsequently was placed in charge of the credit de- 
partment and the real estate of the firm and its 
members. In recent years his extravagance pro- 
voked comment, but bis employers did not suspect 
him.

Negroes Who Have Gone to Their Ancestral 
Heath and Became Wealthy and Promi- 
nent—Facts Indicating That the Proper 
Abode of Ham’s Descendants is That 
From Which They Were Originally Taken 
— Work of the Society.

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnmoron, September 26.—Mr. William Cop- 
pinger, Consul General for Liberia and Secretary of 
the Colonization Society, leaves here in a day or 
two for New York, to superintend the work of send- 
ing to Liberia the regular semi-annual colony of 
colored people. Every spring and every fall this 
society, formed over sixty years ago, sends a small 
ship-load of black men and women to the native 
land of the African race. “There is great unrest 
among the colored people of this country,” said Mr. 
Coppinger, as he sat in the rooms of the 
society here. Above his head. as 
he sat, hung the portrait of 
Henry Clay, one of the founders of the society. In 
the room ad joining were a uumber of portraits of 
the early supporters of the association, among them 
the father of Mayor Latrobe of Baltimore, painted 
by himself at the age of 8. In the closets with 
which the room was lined were samples of coffee 
and cotton and other articles of a similar nature, 
the productions of the colonists in Liberia. Ona 
mantel just beside him stood photographs of the leg- 
islature and Supreme Court of Liberia, all of their 
members black. The portrait of the present President 


showed the face of an apparently bright and intelli- 
gent black man.“ He is a native of Liberia.“ said Mr. 
Coppinger; “born thereof parents who were slaves 
in this country;he is a;man of marked ability, and a 
successful president. This is Rev. Dr. Blyden,” he 
said, pointing to the photograph ofa full blooded 
negro. He is the president of our college there, 
you know,a man of thorough education and 


ability.” 
EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES. 
“You have some educational facilities in Liberia, 
de 


very good ‘ones. There are public 
schools, and. by the laws of the- 
Republic, all children of a certain age are required 
to attend school a given time in each 
rear. Education is compulsory. Then there are 
igher grades of schools, and the college which cost 
y and is well equipped and well patronized. 
people who go there appreciate very thoroughly the 
value of education. In fact, we do not take any now 
who are not of this class. The number of applica- 
tions isso great that we have opportunity to select 
our people pretty carefully.“ 

“Are your applications for opportunity to go to 
Liberia numerous, then!“ 

Numerous:“ he repeated with a smile, glancing 
at a pile of papers before him. I should say they 
were. They come not by hundreds, but by thou- 
sands and tens of thousands. The desire for re- 
moval to a new country where men and women of 
color may be on an equality in every sense with the 
other men and women of that country seems to be 
on the increase. We get thousands of applications 
from every direction; and thousands more than we 
can meet with the limited means at the disposal of 
the society, which of course is maintained by con- 
tributions. Yes, the applications are very numer- 
ous. I believe that if we had ships and means to 
supply passage and means to helpall applicants 
get a start there, as we do with those whom we do 
send, there would be a half million of the colored 
* of this country ready to go at once.” 

How many are you sending now?” 

“That depends altogether on our means. This 
fall Bs shall send between thirty and forty, I 
think.” 

“How many have you sent in all since the society 
was formed? 

THE NUMBER ALREADY SENT. 

who were residents of this 
country. Then there about five thousand more na- 
tives of Africa, who were captured on board vessels 
which were bringing them to this country to sell 
them as Isaves. They were, as arule, sent to Libe- 
ria, so there have been over 20, persons landed 
there to make homes in that country since our 80 
ciety began its work, sixty-three years ago.” 

And are those who made the experiment satis- 
fied with the result?” 

“Yes, the very large proportion of those who have 
gonethere have been conten from the 
start. We have been careful, especially. in 
later years, to take only men 
after they thoroughly understood all the hardships 
that they would have to undergo in emigrating to a 
new country and one of a hotter climate, and the re- 
sult is that we have found them satisfied, and giv- 
ing satisfaction also to the managers of the enter- 


THE CHANGE OF CLIMATE. 

“How does the change in climate seem to affect 
their health and constitutions?” 

Not unfavorably. They are as a rule very 
healthy, andthe percentage of mortality very 
small.“ 

“And what are the relations of those 
who go there to the natives by whom they must be 
surrounded?” 

“Very satisfactory. Their influence upon the 
natives is very strongly marked. Liberia, you must 
know, now extends up and down the coast for a dis- 
tance of six hundred miles, and stretches back into 
the interior almost indefinitely, so that the people 
who go there, and who have gone, are brought in 
contact with a very large number of natives. The 
result has been a 

GRADUAL ASSIMILATION 
of the natives with the civilized element. They 
have gradually come to see the advantages of civil- 
zation as is shown by the factthat within the 
past year two of the native kings have coma 
into the Liberian country to remain,expressing a de- 
sire to adopt the habits of civilization. Some of 
these Kings and others of the natives have for a 
considerable time been sending their children to the 
schools of Liberia. The influence of the colony is 
so marked that itis now possible for one familiar 
with only the English tongue to make himself un- 
ders all along that section. A very large per- 
centage of the natives in the Liberian country 
k English and understand it readily. 

„And what does your association do for those 
whom it sends abroad?” 

“It gives them passage to Liberia, from the port 
of New York only, requiring them to furnish their 
own transportation to that point. On their arrival 
there it gives them ten acres of d. a town lot if 
they prefer it, and in some cases, where there is a 
family of considerable size, it gives ate gs acres. 
This seems like a small amount of land, but in fact 
it will produce as much tbere as 100 acres will here. 
It also allows them $50, for rations and shelter, after 
reaching there. Toward this each emigrant is ex- 
eens to subscribe at least $25 before leaving 

ome.

A PEDIGREE-FORGER ARRESTED, 


Fight Over a Dead Body—Horse Thief Ar- 
zrested—Stabbed by a Hoodlum. 

Cuicaco, September 2%.—Joseph Roeside, a 
wealthy stockman at Waukeegan, wanted by the 
British Government for forgery, surrendered him- 
self to the United States authonities in Commissioner 
Hoyne's office yesterday, and was held to answer 
under a bond of $5,000.

THE COMPLETENESS OF THE EGG. 

There are few things in nature more wonder- 
ful than the egg, .whether viewed from the 
standpoint of biology or of common everyday 
use. We listen assentingly to the teachings of 
science which explains to us that, simple as the 
egg is, and divisible as its parts are into com- 
mon and well known chemical elements, the ad- 
dition of a gentle, continuous heat transforms 
these dead, inert fluid. into a living organism, 
Thus the egg affords us the miracle of science 
and the symbol of life in death. 

In the second place, there is the gastronomic 
utility of the egg, If, instead of a mid and 
long continued course of caloric, we subject it 
for a few minutes to the action of water raised 
to a temperature of 212 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
then break it into a tumbler with 
salt and pepper and a small bit of 
butter, adding to the mas a few 
cubes of well-toasted bread, the result affords 
as much delight to the palate and stomach as 
the contemplation of its biological fitness does 
to the intellect, Itis marvelously adjusted to 
the digestion. 

Thirdly comesthe adaptibility of the egg as 
a projectile. The action of heat being again 
called into play, under certain conditions long 
continued, the albumen and the salts and oils 
are converted occultly into an evil-smelling and 
adhesive compound, held within a brittle and 
easily friable casket, which explodes upon con- 
cussion with a bad actor and at once marks him 
for the easy recognition of each of the senses, as 
a man to beloathed of men. The hen's egg 
weighs about a thousand grains troy, of 
which one hundred is shell and nine 
hundred perfume; it is round and smooth 
and polished without just such a missile in 
shape and size as DAvm sought among the peb- 
bles of the brook before going out to meet Go- 
LIATH—its form is spheroidal, round and large 
enough to fill comfortably the human hand; its 
weight delicately adjusted to the strength of 
the human arm. And it is nota cruel or bar- 
barous weapon; no one was ever wounded 
grievously or hurt unto death by an egg; its 
effect is moral, not physical; it appeals to the 
mind, the defilement of the body being but 
incidental and secondary. It bears the same 
relation to a rock that the winged word of some 
great orator pleading for truth eternal 
bears to the bayonet that buttresses tyr- 
anny and ignorance, Its subtle influences 
who can withstand! Its pervasive effort, what 
can undo? A bad egg is as remorseless as 
abstract justice, as effective as a machine gun, 
as guiltless of enduring harm as a shower of 
rose lea ves. 

We were moved to these reflections on the 
many-sided completeness of the egg by the 
adventures of Mr. Scott THORNTON, an actor 
who attempted to impersonate other actors at 
Newman, Georgia, the other night, against the 
protest of the better element of the town. 
From the details of the wild, weird scene that 
followed his effort, there is no doubt that Mr. 
THORNTON only needed a pinch of salt and a 
couple of flies in him to personify to the life an 
omelette. He will not repeat his outrage upon

IS KEELY A CHARLATAN? 

If Kr isa mere charlatan he is at least 
able to dupe scientific men.

A 600-Acre Tract at Leavenworth, Kas, 
Selected as Its Site. : 

Tre Board of Managers of the National Home 
for disabled volunteer soldiers arrived at the 
Southern Hotel this morning after a trip through 
Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Arkansas and Missouri in 
search of a suitable site for a new branch Home to 
be erected in one of the States named, The Board 
consists of the President of the United States, the 
Chief Justice and the Secretary of War, who are 
members ex-officio; Gen. William B. Franklin of 
Hartford; Conn., its president, and Col. Leonard A.

AMERICAN ART. 


As Expounded by ö Some of the 
Artists Represented in the 
Exposition. 


Seymour Guy’s'“Utilising a Spare Mo- 
ment“ “ Grandma at Sixteen,“ by Charles 
Sprague Pearce Bruce Crane’s Sunset“ 
“Powder for the Besteged, Etc. 


It is tothe American artists that the directors of 
the Exposition must look for pictures to make up 
its annual art display in the future. as private col- 
lectors-are growing tired of loaning their treasures 
to the public, and very few foreign artists or dealers 
have the enterprise to exhibit their pictures here, 
Nearly half of the artists represented in the present 
display are Americans, and for this reason, if for no 
other, their work should receive a great deal of at- 
tention.. Only the St. Louis representatives, with a 
few of the great American artists, have been men- 
tioned im the newspapers, and in order to bring them 
all before the public, the Posr-Disraron art critic 
devoted yesterday afternoon to a study of a number 
of them, beginning with their number is the cat- 
alogue, 

The first in this order, then, is Walter Shirlaw, 
whose picture, No. 8, The Forge,“ hangs on the 
west wall of Gallery A. It is a small picture, very 


carefully done. There is no vigor in it, and but lit- 
ue warmth. The forge, the smith and the anvil are 
all carefully drawn, however. 

Next in order is J H. Dolph’s Madam's Hat.“ 
No. 8. Fortunately for the public, it is skyed. There 
is nothing in the picture to recommend it. 

No. 12, “Utilizing a Spare Moment,” by Seymour 
J. Guy, N. A., isa very admirable picture. It rep- 
resents the interior of a barn, with an bonest-faced, 
stolid-looking farmer in the center, mending a bit of 
harness. There is a wonderful amount of work in 
the picture, the artist having stored 3 into 
the barn that could be found in such a place. There 
are barrels and sacks, a cider press, wagon stakes, 
shovels, forks, ropes, etc. The hay-wisps straggling 
down from the ceiling indicate the loft above. The 
broad, felt hat of the farmer lies on the floor before 
him, with his red bandana handkerchief laid away 
in it. The artist is a fine exponent of the Dusseldorf 
school. as every wispof hay, every crack in the 
floor, every detail of every feature, is painted with 

hotographic accuracy. The farmer is 

ace is very fine. He is of the blonde order, witha 
pinky complexion. reddened by exposure. The 
white forehead contrasts with this. The placid, 
tranquil look of his class is on his face as he puffs 
away at his pi A clever idea is a small opening 
in the wall of the barn, through which the distant 
sky can be seen. arrangement of the light, 
which falls from a window one does not see, is per- 
fect. Altogether the picture is as careful a piece of 
work as one will find in the entire collection. 

No. 13. “Fishing Near the Old Mil,“ by Charles 
H. Miller. N. A., is a picture that is valued by its 
owner at $350. It is worth about $3 50. 

No. 14. The Coast of Normandy,”’ by Wm. FE. 
Norton, is a large canvas and an ambitious piece of 
work. As the title indicates, it is a coast scene, and 
its features are the figure ofa fisherwoman in the 
foreground, the figure of a sailor ata distance call- 
ing-to her, a number of others engaged im the work 
of drying nets, and a remarkable foggy atmosphere. 
This atmospheric effect attracts a great deal of at- 
tention, and is the cause of much criticism. It is an 
artistic piece of painting, but it does not strike one 
as being acopy of naturein one of her tearful 
moods. 

“Short,” No. 14, by J. G. Brown, has received con- 
siderable news r mention. It is one of the best 
examples of this artist extant. 

Eastman Johnson's * ·⁊˙[Ä of the late Judge 
Foiger, No. 19, has also been mentioned. Too much 
cannot be said in praise of this picture. It is one of 
the best portraits ever seen here. 

No. 21 is the most meritorious piece of work in the 
group of pictures just treated of. “Sundown” it is 
called, and Bruce Crane is the artist. It is au ar- 
rangement in white and gold, a frozen landscape 
and a yellow horizon. The air is blue- cold. The 
earth is covered with snow, a frozen stream giving 
diversity to the scene. A mound of dead vegeta- 
tion is seen here and there, the wind having blown 
the snow from them to the depressions in the earth. 
Twilight is coming on, and all above this narrow 
yellow line of reflected sunlight on the horizon isa 
growing cloud of darkness. The picture represents 
a winter sunset that all Americans have seen. The 
only piece of life in the picture is a bird that 
wings its wa oe the breeze with the sugges- 
tiom of a obo followers in the distance. As a 
piece of landscape this pictureis of the highest 
artistic worth. 

The pictures grow better with the numbers. No, 
22 a most excellent piece of work. It is by 
Charles Sprague Peace of Boston, and is called 
‘Grandma at sixteen.” Grandma at sixteen was a 
beautiful maiden of the brunette type, with an oval 
faces and large earnest eyes. She wore a white 
satin gown with short sleeves, low neck and very 
high waist. She carried along siender staff, and 
wore a head-dress of odd design. Her complexion 
was very dark, tropical, in fact; her eyes were 
those of a senorita, and her mien that of a princess. 
Mr. Peace shows his power in the painting of the 
white satin gown. The paint appears to have been 
laid on with a trowel, but the requisite effects are 
there. One might find fault with the lights upon it, 
but one cannot pick a flaw in the texture. There is 
life in the figure, but none in the flesh, which lacks 
transparency and fibre, The picture is piquant and 
taking, however, and is much admired. 

o. 29. “The Pet Kitten.“ H. A. Loop, N. A., rep- 
resents a little girl with a kitten in her arms. The 
girl wears a pin wn. and both girl and gown are 
well painted, the latter especially. The little one 
has a sweet, serious face. She is an old-fashioned, 
home girl; not one of the present school of maids, 
and her face and garb show the watchfulness of a 
mother. The pet kitten is like the most of its kind 
in pictures, very unkitteny so to speak. 

“Allurement,” by Henry Sandham, No. 30, is hung 
too high to allow of a criticism of its merits. It rep- 
resents a young girl shaking & measure in front of 
a calf, for the pur „ evidently, of leading the 
calf to some Cc spot.

“No. 32” isa Tracy, entitled The First Calf.” It 
is in the artist's best style. 

“A Relic of the Battlefield,” No. 33, by J. H. 
Dolph, is an interesting little painting. It represents 
the intérior of a blacksmith shop. The 
smith is exhibiting to two little boys the relic of the 
battlefield, which he has taken from the glowing 
forge with a pair of tongs. There is a good tone to 
the picture; the colors are good and the values fine. 
The artist is careful, as is evidenced in the treat- 
ment of the detail.

The Dullness of the Past Still Ruling 
the Market. 


-— 


Prominent Dealers Rusticating in Distant 
Pleasure Resorts—A_ Market Which Can- 
not Beara Weekly Review—The Revival 
Expected After the Presidential Election

There is nothing new to report in connection with 
the real estate market, in which the only matter of 
real interest is the renting department. When a 
dealer is approached on the subject of sales his elo-

Every source of 
information attainable has been used, and the re- 
sult is a cyclopedia of American journalism which 
is absolutely invaluable to American advertisers. 

The first four hundred pages of the work is given 
up toa carefully prepared list of all the newspap- 
ers and periodicals in the country, arranged by the 
geographical grouping of the states with the towns 
in each given in alphabetical sequence. In this de- 

artment, one finds the name of this paper, its 

requency and date of issue, its political tone or pur- 
se, its general characteristics, the year of its estab- 
. its size and number of its circula- 
tion, and its advertising rates for ten lines of 
for one month. When it is remembered that there 
are in the United States and Canada 13,343 pubſica- 
tions which come under the survey of a work of 
this kind, the magnitude of the task which these 
publishers have done and done well may be appre- 
ciated.
